Nov by perfecution for cauſe of confcience, I concéive you mean 
either for profeſſing ſome 22 of doctrine; which you believe in 
conſcience to be a truth, or for practiſing ſome work which in con- 
fience you believe to be a Religious dux. 
No in points of Doctrine ſome are fundamentall, without right 
beliefe whereof a man cannot be faved ; others are circumſtantiall or 
leſſe principall, wherein men may differ in judgment without prejudice 
of falvation on either part. In like ſort, in points of ptactiſe, ſome con- 
cern the weightier duties of the Law, as, what we worſhig and 
with what kind of worſtup; whether ſuch, as if it be tight, Fellow 
fbip with God is held; if corrupt, Fellowſhip with him is loſt. 
Again, in points of Doctrine and Worſhip leſſe principall, eit het 
they are held forth in a ncł and peaceable way, d King be 
érroncons ot unlawful, or they ate held forth With ſuch arrogance 
and x e a tendeth and reacheth (even of it ſelfe) to che 
difturbatice of civill peace. %

Finally, let me add this one diſtinction more; when we are perſe- 
ented tor conſciente fake, it is either for conſcience rightly informed, 
Or for erronious and blind conſcience. Theſe things Bresette ape 
lay down my anſwet to the qucftion in certain conelufions |.
